Fartber Appeal Airainat Tarkiab Out' 
races in Armenia— Tnrkey's Beply 
Par from. Satiafactory. 



Hard Lot ef Hebrews in Morocco— 
German Bimetallic Union Will 
Await Eugiaud's Action. 



London, June 4, — To-morrow's Daily 
Graphic will print an appeal from the 
Christians of BeyrouD to Europe against 
Turkish oppression, massaare, robbery and 
violation in that section of the Porte's domin- 
ions. The appeal aeserts that even Christian 
biahops are bribed by the Porte to hide the 
oxiating state of alTtvirs. 

The Gorman bitnetallio union haa adopted 
the followiut; resolution : " Whereas the 
bimotallio movement is in Gogtand, aooord- 
ing to our information, on the eve of vic- 
tory, and whoroas id would be a doubtful 
potioy to attempt to carry out InternatioDul 
bimetallism with tho cooperation of 
France, tho United States, etc., so long as 
England adheres to the gold standard, it is 
resolved by the Gorman bimotaliists to keep 
Germany's ootlon in tho ourrenoy question 
dependent upon England's partioipation, 
always provided that the govornmont im- 
mediately take all the moaaures oaloulated 
to bring about international bimetallism 
and urge the speedy adhesion of Enf;Iand to 
this programme." 

The Spanish chamber by a majority of 
78 votes has adopted a motion censuring the 
government. 

A diapatoh from the island of Formosa 
says that tho Japanese Imperial guard land- 
ed near Koe Lung VYedooeday and fighting 
oDBoed, The Chinese lost heavily. 

A speoial dispatch received from Rome 
annonnoes that Count Ferrara, formerly 
under secretary of state for foreign affdira, 
has been, mortally wonnded. Che oonnt 
was insnlted at the door of. his residenoe at 
Rimini by two men and daring the alterca- 
tion was shob with a revolver. Several ar- 
rests have been made. 

Tho King of Saxony during the pasti six 
nnonthshas frequently received menacing or 

urrilcua letters, some of them threatening 
his near death by dynamite. Tho author of 
somo of these epistles has been discovered 
ot Dresden in a youthful laborer of unfivor- 
able aDteeedonts. His confession implicates 
others and tho handwriting in the letters in- 
dioatoa that at least six persons must have 
aided In their composition. Three more ar- 
rests have boon made since Tuesday. It is 
significant that the Foreign Oifico here baa 
been obliged by circular to call attention to 
the fact that in view of the unwillingness of 
the French courts of justice to aasiab the 
German courts or authorities in gaining in- 
formation about incriminated persons in 
ouatody in Germany, it is better to request 
the aid of the German embassy at Paris or 
the German oonani at Havre, Bordeaux or 
Marseilles. 

The London Chronicle contains an article 
giving details of how bands of brigands are 
ravaging Macedonia. The lives and pro- 
perty of Christiana are entirely unprotected. 
Abduction and murder are every day oo- 
ourrenoes, and the whole country is infested 
with brigands. 

The Czar has consented to receive Aroh- 
biabop Migridich, the Armenian Cacholioos, 
who seeles to appeal to the Czar for the pro- 
tection of the Armenians In Turkey. 

The works in connection with the Elbe 
Trave oanal were inangnrated with much 
oeremony at Lubeck on Monday, 

The intornational annual exhibition ef art 
was opened in the glass palace at Munich 
by Prince Leopold, the prince regent, on 
Monday. All tho princes and princesses of 
the royal houae of Bavaria were present. 

The tablet which ICmperor William has 
ordered to be placed on tho liiamarck door 
1q tho preoiDcts of Gottlngen haa orrlvod. 
It is inaoribod, " To the great chancellor of 
Wilhelm II." 

Six persons were blown to atoms on Mon- 
day by an oxploaion which occurred at 
Mayer it Roth's gunpowder factory at Felix- 
dorf. 

Tho silver (jueation will come up for dis- 
ouaaion before tho Prussian Bundeatrath 
during the oommisaion week at the instance 
of Prince Hoheniohe, the Imperial chancel- 
lor, and with the oooporation of tho Prus- 
sian ministry. 

Two French cruisers have been dispatched 
to Jeddab to snpporD the British oruieors in 
insisting upon the prompt punishment of 
those who were engaged in the murderous 
assault npon the foreign consular officials 
there. 

The reply of the Turkish government to 
the notes of the representatives of Great 
l!rltain, Franoe and Russia in regard to the 
proposed reforms in Armenia is not satis- 
factory. The Turkiah Kovornmonl does not 
agree to tho principle of oootrol proposed in 
the reforms by the powers. The envoys of 
those powers have decided to refer the whole 
matter to their respeotive govornmonta. 
Tho reply of tho Turkish government cauaea 
Burpriso end it is thought tho Budden answer 
ia not pivon without encouragement from 
some Kuropoun power. IntoroatirK news 
may ahorlly be expected from Beyrout, 
whoro it is believed tho British lloob will be 
called upon to support tho demands of the 
throe powers. 

After 17 years of tho regime of paper 
money Chili has returned to iho gold stand- 
ard. The resumption of specie payments by 
Chili whioh occurred on last Saturday 
promlaca to furnish some interesting lessona 
on coinage logialation. Reports from there 
state that the government tried to familiar- 
ize the people with the new forms of silver 
and gold ooin by getting oat a preliminary 
issue. 

Madame Lambert, sister of the Premier, 
M. Ribot, was acoidontaily killed hero to- 
day. She was standing at the railway 
orosaing just as a train was approaching, be- 
came frightened, fell npon the track, and 
before any assistance oonid be rendered the 
train rushed by and severed both legs from 
hor body. 

Lord Li Chang Fang, son of the Yioeroy 
Li Hung Chang, and Hon. John W. Foster, 
who have been to the island of Formosa for 
the purpose of formally transferring it to 
the Japanese according to tho terms of the 
treaty of Shimonoaoki, have returned to 
Shanghai. Mr. Foster said that Admiral 
Visoount Kabayma, formerly chief of the 
Japanese navy department, has been ap- 
pointod governor of Formosa. The formal 
transfer of thn island of Formosa and the 
Chinese property on the island was effected 
at Eeelnng on June 2, Sunday laat, when 



the 'doonments necessary to the tranafer 
were exchanged. 

A tidal wave haa occurred on the North- 
ern Pacific ooaet of Peru, and the cable be- 
tween Callao and Africa is broken. Muoh 
damage has occurred at Mollondo, which is 
a cable station and the terminus of a rail- 
way to Arequipa and Puno and has an eln- 
gant railway station. Other seaports aro 
also reported aa having sustained much 
damage from the tidal wave. 

Very favorable advicoa have been received 
at St. Petersburg regarding proapeota of a 
definite settlement of the question remain- 
ing In dispute between the powers and 
Japan. 

It is reported that Oacar Wilde, recently 
aontenced to two years' iniprieonment at 
hard labor, has become inaane and is con- 
fined in tho padded room of the prison. 

Dispatches received at Madrid from Ha- 
vana say bands of insurgents from the pro- 
vince of Puerto Principe have invaded the 
province of Santa Clara. General Huquo ia 
concentrating bis troops at Santa Eaplri- 
tus, North Trinidad, in the province of 
Santa Clara. Colonel HIzo, in conjunotion 
with Major Arminio, who has been in pur- 
sait of the insurgent bands, baa had an en- 
gagement with the insurgents at Limonar. 
The insurgents left two dead and ten saddle 
horses on the field. Captain General Mar- 
tinet de Campos has arrived at Santa Espir- 
itus, where he met with an enthusiastic re- 
ception. 

The Cuban insurgents have succeeded in 
burning Fort Bonistio, whioh was in course 
of construotlon at Moran, a short distance 
north of Santiago ds Cuba. Llont.-Col. 
lejuda has taken prisoner a lieutenant of 
the insurgents, who declares that the latter 
are dispirited, and confirms the report that 
Maximo Gomez is wounded as are Bellito 
and Lora, 

News has been received at Hong Kong 
that tho Japanese have captured Kee Lang, 
in the northern part of the island of For- 
moaa. Three hundred Chinese were killnd. 

Four carloada of aaltod hoada of rebel 
Rahma tribesman have arrived at Rabat on 
their way to Fez. On arrival at Rabat, 
however, the hoada were found to be in suoh 
% bad condition that the government ofiioials 
compelled a number of Hebrews to resalt 
them. 

A new uprising against the government of 
Colombia has been discovered at Barran- 
qulila, in the department of Boiivara, capital 
of the province of that name. Martial law 
haa been declared. 



THE WRECKED "COLIMA." 

More Passengers Picked Up— The Hurricane 
Contiuaes to Bage With Olsas- 
trons Sesalts. 

San Francisco, June 4— The Examiner's 
apeolai from the City of Mexico says : Fire 
more pasasngers from the steamer Colima 
have been added to the liab saved. They 
were picked ap nearly dead by one of the 
reaouing orewa on the beaoh Mid tliree are 
at Fneblitft on their way to Collma. (Che 
sailora from the rescuing steamer Mazatlan, 
who were capsized in the sea, ail escaped. 
The hurricane in the Pacific which wreok- 
od|the Colima has oontinued to rage and 
has done muoh damage to tho shipping with- 
in range. Tolegraphio advices to the Ex- 
aminer bureau from agonoios of the Paclfio 
Mail at ManzaniUo and from Walter Hor- 
bort, manager of the Colima railroad, eay 
the American schooner Hayes, thought to 
hail from San Francieco and commanded by 
Captain Peteraon, went ashore at Navidad 
on Monday afternoon. Fortunately no lives 
were lost. 



UNEASY NEWFOUNDLAND. 

Leeal Points Havo to be Adjusted Before Iler 
Loan Can be Complated. 

St. Joii.v, N9d., Juno 1, — An adjourn- 
ment of the legislature occasions unoaaineas 
especially as tho newspapers publish 
press clippings tending to show that certain 
legal points require to be proven betore the 
loan negotiations can be concluded. The 
Icgiaiaturo may not proceed to buai- 
noaa until after Colonial Secretary 
Bond's return from England, if ho can 
i;i!t h ick before the end ot June. If not the 
retrenchment proposals will bo introduced, 
as it ia eeaontial that all changes of salarlea 
and reductions of tjrants begin before tho 
next (juartor, Tho tiahery reporta show an 
average catch ao far this year. Sir Herbert 
Mnrray, British commissioner, who was sent 
here by the Imperial government to aid in 
the relief of the poor, is arranging to con- 
clude his work by June 15.

BISHOP OP WBSTMINSTBE. 

Rer. John Dart, D. D., Formerly Principal 
of King's Coiieee, N. Chosen by 
the Committee of Bishops. 

New West.minster, June 4. — (Special)— 
Although no ofBolal information has been 
received, the Colonist correspondent 
aeoured Information to day on indiapnlable 
authority that the next Biahop of New 
Westminster, B.C., chosen by the Biahops 
of Columbia, Caledonia and their three 
Episcopal aaaociatea by authority from the 
synod will be Rev. John Dart, M.A., D.D., 
formerly principal of King's college, Wind- 
sor, N.S. Tho bishop elect has consequently 
had a large Canadian experience. He is 
English born, graduated at Oxford, is a 
moderate high churchman, his views lieing 
held by a majority of the New Westminster 
diocese. The Archbishop of Canterbury, as 
the former metropolitan of British Columbia, 
has folly approved the choice. 



HAKITOBA SCHOOLS. 

BesolntloB Before Montreal Methodist Confer* 
ence Disapproving of Interference by 
the Federal Anthorlt. 

Smith's Falls, June 4,— (Special.) — At 
yesterday's sitting of the Montreal Metho- 
dist conference a resolution waa introdnced 
by Rev, Mr. Williamaon, of Ottawa, declar- 
ing tbe disapproval by the conference of any 
interremedial legialation with the Manitoba 
echool law as embodied in the act of 1800 and 
in subsequent legislation, and expressing 
the feeling that the precedent of non-inter- 
ferenoe by the Federal government in pro- 
vincial legialation established in the case of 
the Jesuits' estates ehouid be carried out in 
this Instance. Principal Shaw will move an 
amendment that the consideration ot tlie 
reaointion be Indefinitely postponed, ao aa 
not to interfere with a possible settlement of 
the question. A lively debate is antioi- 
paied.

New Vokk, Juno 1.— Dr. L. L. Baldwin, 
recording secretary ol the Methodist Fpia- 
copal Beard of Missions, was seen to-day at 
the board rooma In regard to the reported 
destruction of the society's mission homes 
at Chen Tu, the capital of the province of 
Ezeohuon. The destruction waa reported to 
have been the work of Chlnoso rioters. 

We received a Cihlegram from Chuog 
King, the boird'a hoad(|uarter8 in Western 
China," said Ur. Baldwin, " which stated 
that on May 31 Chinese rioters had destroyed 
the miseion bulidinga at ('aon Tu, but no 
one Qonneoted with tho mission had been in 
jnred. Our board has miaslon bouses, a 
chapel and a hospital, which latter is 
in course of erection at Chen Tu. 
Our missionaries include Rov. H. Olin Cady 
»!id wife. Rev. J. F. Port and wife. Dr. H. 
L. Canright and wife, and Rev. J O. Cur- 
now and wife. The Canadian Methodist 
board of missions has a branoh at Chen Tu, 
as has also the Inland China Missionary 
Society of Eogland. Caen Tu is the west- 
em missionary locality in China. It is situ- 
ated near the borders of Thibet, is the most 
populous oity in Western China and the 
political and literary centre of the province. 
We expect to receive full particulars as to 
the uprising and tho damage done by tho 
next mall steamer to reach this oountry 
from China. "

JieT. Mr, Fowler, of the Central Presbyterian 
Gtanrcl), Lectures on Their 
iDllaences, 

Rev. A'fred Fowlur, U.A., of Toronto, 
who has been aotirg aa supply in the Central 
Preabytorian church for the paat two 
months, last evening brought hie engage- 
ment) 10 u close by giving u very able lecture 
on " The popular aspect of tnuuio and aong." 
trke lecture «as illustrutud with solos by 
the lecturer, who baa a spleudid woil- 
trained voice. After explainiug wliat muaio 
la, Mr. Fowler spoke i f ita wonderful power 
—on tha battlefield, in the wotkshop and 
on the ocean wave — also of the soothing and 
elevating power of aon({ in places of woe and 
misery, in aaylomi, penltentUriea, hospital 
warda, eto. Oae of the moat tcuobiog 
effecta of mnaio and lonf; whieh the apeak er 
Inatanoed, waa the magio charm by 
which the mother iLflaenoea her 
ehild for good throogh iba inatru- 
roentality. Singing, he aald, whiob 
beoomea part of onr life, which fiUa memory 
with tender and happy images of other days 
and Boenes la not necessarily that of the finest 
voicBS h*6 that of mingling In music of 
mother's voice and skill and feeling whiob 
weaves an enchanted spell. Then the music 
of voloo aa also that of life was considered 
from relative and separate etandpointe, with 
instructive effect. Another topic which the 
lecturer dwelt upon was life music, noting 
particularly its power, the influence of home 
songs — tho most cfTeotlvo in man's life when 
absent from home. Tho ape&ker aleo referred 
to Jiuaic in tho church of God and followed 
with impresaive and at timea almost aatirl- 
• al remarks upon choir singing and choir in- 
fluenco on church work. Ho drew a strik- 
ing contrast between churoh muaic and the 
best in heathen lands, and showed how that 
the best life of darkened people hue 
no spring, no deep, abiding joys and 
hope.

Intcreatlne Discussion [by the Victoria lu- 
Btltiite of London on tlie 
UIsbIdi; Link. 

An important meeting of tho mombora of 
tho Victoria InatiLUte, Adelphi Terrace, 
L'jndon, recontly took pluco. After tho 
election t f several now members —rcflidont 
at home, in Iho col'jniea or m tho United 
States — the aul joct of " Early Man " was 
considered. In dealing with it the evidence 
for the existence of a " missing link " was 
first examined, the subject being introduced 
In an able paper by Professor E. Hull, 
LLD, F.R8., late direotorgeoeral 
of the geologlcil survey of Ire- 
land. In dealing with It he 
reviewed all the known loatanooa of so-called 
" missing links,'* Inoluding that discovered 
by Dr. Dubois lo Java, "the skull of whioh, 
while possoBsing the whole of the character- 
istics of man, simply had a smaller brain 
capacity than waa generally met with." 
ProfcEBDr Hull quoted tho iuvcstlg^liona of 
many apealulists showing that it was im- 
poeaible to rocognl/.3 in any case anything 
which could claim to bo regarded ua even 
an approach to u missing link, 
I {After this iho question of tho earliest man 
was taken up ond introducod in a paper of 
very high merit by Sir J. William Dawson, 
C. M. G , F. R. S., in whioh he described 
tho physical charactora and utlinitioa of tho 
Gaunohea, or extinct race In tho Canary lol 
anda. Tho author dealt with the hiatorloul 
facta connected with tbia people and their 
modo of life, and rolatlonahlp to the 
ancient inhabitanta of Western Katopo 
and Africa, and the many reasoDB 
which pointed to their being related to tho 
early eolonbta of Eaatern America. The 
special oharacterlstlca of their skulls were 
very fmlly dealt with, as also their weapona, 
ornamentt, and apparent mode of life, In 
the dlaonasion which ensued aeveral apeskeri 
gave CTldenoe in snpport of the position

niRSlOT TAXATION EXPERLMMNT. 

Beo&nae we quoted the Australian oliioial 
reoords in oorreotion of tho stupid invention 
of the Tlmoa asoribiuR to " high protoation " 
the reoenb fiaanoial dleastota in tho Southern 
Colonies, onr oontemporary, after a month's 
refleobion, deolares that the Colonist " poses 
In an offonaivoly pedantic way as an authority 
on Australian uffaira " ! Ic reprints an in- 
teroating article oi^f^ow South Wales from 
a woU-informed newapupor, the Manchester 
Guardian, but has ovidontly failed to under' 
stand the situation wliioli that article depiots. 

As before pointed out, the depresaioD in 
the Australian oolonies provailud almost as 
severely in New South Wi»le8, which up to 
within a year of tho criaia hud been vlrtu!»lly 
free trade, us it did in Vlotorla, which had 
long been protootionist ; and New Zoaland, 
with tlie highest tariff of all, suffered tho 
least. Now both Ylotoria and New South 
Wales have re-established thomaelves on a 
sound footing, without any change in their 
Qscal Byetoma, Evidence of this in tho case 
of the former wo take from a Molbourno let- 
ter to Bradatreet'a, which forma the best 
part of a reoent Times editorial : 

" Tlte oiroumstances of tlie Auatralian 
oolonies may on the wholo be regarded as 
slowly improving. Tho volume of prodno- 
tion IiiooreMing, eoonomy in all matters la 
mors extensively praotiaed, and tlie foanda- 
tiona of a sounder era of proapeiity are being 
slowly and silently laid." 

Tills Improvement is going on, it must be 
remembered, without any chaDG;e in tho 
tiaoal system, to which the woll-informed 
corrospondont of Bradatreet'a dooa not for a 
moment attribute the recent dlatroaa. Aa 
to New South ^ales, tbe tariff there 
remains as it has been since 1891, the hitch- 
est in tbe hiatory of tbe oolony, yet in April 
a review published by the associated mer- 
oantilo brokers of Sydney epoke of the satis- 
factory increase in the revenue and added : 

" We may fairly venture to aay that an 
upward movement haa commenoed whioh in 
all probability, backed up by Increased 
value in some of our largest e.Kports, will 
continue." 

Perhaps through ianoconce, the Times 
.attaches a great deal of signifioanoe to the 
tariff changes about to be effected in New 
South Waloa, and professes bo aee In them a 
leaaon for Cannda ; bub the Dominion really 
secured at confoderation, and has since con. 
sinuously enjoyed, the freedomof trade which 
New South Wales most deairea— that is, 
interooionial free trade. Anstralaaia, as our 
oontemporary ought to know and remember, 
ii not a confederated domiaion, but conaiata 
of seven colonies entirely Independont of each 
other, BO far as government is concerned, and 
taxinp each othor'a goods in tho same fashion 
aa those from the rest of the world are taxed, 
Nearly one half tbe volume of their entire 
trade conslsba of exchangea between tbem< 
selves, whioh under the Canadian aystem 
would be absolutely free. 

The free trade leaders of New South 
Walea are more honeat than their Canadian 
contemporaries. They do not attempt to 
oonoeal tbe probable result of lowering the 
tariff as proposed. On the let of July, 
when many of the cuatoma duties aro to bo 
taken off, direct taxation will be pat into 
effect. The o.xperiment will bo an intoroet. 
ing one, but Pjomior Keid will bo more 
fortunate than any of hia predecossora — in- 
oluding some very able men — If he suooeeds 
in sfttisfying the eleotors of New South 
Wales, who in the last ten years have hud 
no less than eight ministries. There have 
been that many dietinct changes of control 
— not moroly reconBLructions by reason of 
bho death or rpsignation of the leaders. 

One reason why the low protection estab- 
lished four years ago in New Sonth Walea 
has not resulted quite as hoped for is that 
the oolony haa been ouraed with labor trou- 
bles whioh have made oapltaliats afraid to 
invest in manufaoturiog induabrloa.

The Manitoba Premier when In the 
Eaflb was most judiciously reticent. Tho 
inquisitive interviewer found in him 
a most provoking aubjoot. He 
was genial, upretootious, approachable 
and very oommanioative on every subject 
exoepb on that about which the newspaper 
men wanted infnrmation, Mr, Orcenwny 
would talk about Manitoba, Its past, present 
and future, until hia iulorviowor had infor- 
mation enough to fill half tho paper he re- 
proaented ; but whoa tho Manitoba achool 
qaestion was alluded to, leb it be ever ao 
remotely, the wary polttloian was as cloae 
as a olam. The moat akilful and the most 
pertinacious of tho interviewers could make 
nothing of him. Some of them being un- 
able to got information wlooly said iiotlilng. 
Others wore not ao aorupuloua. Having no 
information to impart they, with more or 
less ingenuity, ventnred a number of guesses, 
In the hope, perhape, that newspaper read- 
ers would nob bo oblo to distinguish be- 
twoon Burmiaoa and eolid, substantial news. 
What tho Manitoba Premier proposes to do 
is therefore, so far as tho public are con- 
oerned, atUl a myatery.

cynical men, might expect. Lady Aberdeen 
writes pleasantly bub seriously about the 
oncourugemenb of home induatries." lb la 
not a political article advocating either free 
trade or proteotion, bub a useful essay wrib- 
ten to show what can be done to give em- 
ployment to women in their homes, and 
inaistlDg upon the ncoisaity of industry, use- 
ful Indmtry, as a part of the homo educa- 
tion of both giria and hoys in every station 
of life. It ia a vigorous article, full of good, 
aound sense and wholeaome senbiment. 

Dr. Mary K. Donohne writes about " Pre- 
vontive Medicine." There is nothing nam- 
by-pamby in her easay. lb would, we ven- 
ture to aay, be impoaaible for a very dla- 
osrning reader to do more than guess at the 
aex of its author If it were published anony- 
moualy, lb deals with a difficulb and to 
many a repnlsive tubjeob in a way to riveb 
the abtontion of the most fastidious. The 
Information it contains la very valuable in- 
deed, and it ia conveyed in a form whioh 
cannot fail to please those whom it is in- 
tended to edify. Tho title of Mrs. J. Kilon 
Foster's paper ia "Women in Politics." 
This is a tempting eubjeob for a woman to 
expatiate upon in a oongreis of women, yet 
Mrs. Foster diapoaos of her subject in con- 
siderably leas than two pages. Sho uaaorto 
tho right of women to taUo part in politics 
atreuuoualy, and she gives reasons for hor 
convictions wltliout saying one word about 
tho tyranny of men, and there Is not an ex- 
clamation point in bhe whole article from 
beginning to end. Her portrait, too — 
for oaoh article Is ornamented and 
in a sense illustrated by a likeness of its 
author — haa ilio orthodox quantity of hair of 
tho orthodox length, and the lady Is both 
plump and comely, a comfortable, womanly 
little woman, we should say, and with more 
aense and independence than falls to the lot 
of moat ladies. 

Tbe largo-miodedneaa and toleration of 
tho " new woman " are conaplououa in some 
of these esaaya. Miss Mary P. Wright 
deaoiibos "Woman's Life in Asiatic Turkey" 
In a way that Is truly sympathetic. She 
has not a diaparagiog word to say of the 
women of the harem, and does nob make the 
occasion of her visit to a Turkish family an 
0XCU80 to moralizi; upon cocditions of Ufa of 
which she haa had no experience and which 



AMAZING IG NOR AN a a. 

We have often heard that children In the 
achoola of the United Statea are taughb bo 
believe that their country la the biggeab and 
the beab part of tbe world, and some things 
that we aee in the American newspapera lead 
to the oonoluaion that there is a great deal 
of truth in the aoouaation. Tho Philadelphia 
Preaa ia a reapectable paper, conducted pre- 
sumably by men of xore than oidlnary in- 
telligence, yet the Ignorance of the geo- 
graphy and the oUmate of Canada — the 
(iroat Rspublio's next door neighbor — war- 
rants the conclusion that the knowledge of 
other cnuntrlcs poaeesaod by even the eduoa- 
tora of its citi/.jna is exceedingly limited. 
Complaining that Canadians inaisb upon the 
Americana carrying out in good f*ith the 
terms of the Bebring Sea Award tbe Preaa 
says : 

'■ It ia a more eerious matter tha^ on every 
American publlo man interested in foreign 
affairs and on our general public there ia 
once more inii)re88od tho conviction that 
Canada, wherever the bare letter permits, 
takea all, and wherever our policy is lux ac- 
cepts all. Some day, perhaps not fur dia- 
banb, the cup of American forbearance will 
run over. Transhipment in bond will be 
forbidden to Canadian imports at our ports 
in winter, when Canada la ioe bound. Cana- 
dian freight cars will be atoppad at our bor- 
ders. The through trade to and from Asia 
which now entera onr ports and passes over 
the Canadian Paolfio will be out off by en- 
forcing existing lawa. A differential tariff 
will exclude the raw materials, whioh are all 
Canada exports. On bhe Atlantic Canada 
controls the land baae of deep aoa tishing. 
On tho Paolfio we control it and will enforce 
the Bume policy of exclusion to which Can- 
ada has bent our treatiea with England, 

This editor imagined that in winter if 
Canada should be denied access to American 
porta lb would have no outlet to the sea. 
Ho evidently believed that Canada, for some 
months of the year, Is "ice-bound," and 
that both for ingress and egreaa It has to de- 
pond upon bho aeaports of tbe United 
Statea. An American school boy ought to 
know that Canada has seaports both on the 
Atlantic and the Paolfio which are open all 
the year round and that it ia as ucoeaaible to 
ships In winter as any part of tho 
United States. Wo say nothing now of 
bhe honesty of the men who would threaten 
to posish Canadians for trying to keep the 
people of tbe United States to a bargain 
which they had deliberately and with all 
due formality made. It might liappon that 
In trying to keep Canadians out of Amerioan 

territory our neighbors would find that they I it is impossiblo for her to (inderaband. Mrs.

faoea. They have already tried by the de- 
privation of trade privileges which they 
oonaldered essential to Canada's exiatence 
to bring Cunadiana to their knees to beg for 
commeroial advantages, but they found that 
neither the abrogation of tho reciprocity 
treaty nor the enactment of tho McKinley 
tariff did Canada any perceptible harm. 
Canada oontinned to prosper in apite of 
their nnnelghborly attempts to do her in- 
jury. 

UNBOUNDED OHSEK. 

There is something almost sublime in the 
impudonoo of our oontemporary, the Times. 
A short time ago it made a moat egregious 
blander and it has over since boon trying to 
conceal its utter stupidity by raising false 
laaueu and abusing tho Colo.nisx. Compar- 
ing the exports of ISOl, S117,5'J4, 949, with 
those of 1890, §00.74!), 149, it declared that 
tho difTerenoo botwoon tho year of plenty and 
tho year of scarcity, $20,000,000, was an 
"adverse balance." Anything more ridi- 
oulons than this can hardly be imagined. 
Yet our oontemporary stood up bra/eniy in 
defence of its absurd mistake. It tried to 
show thub tho theory of " the bal- 
ance of trade," In the ordinary 
aonae, was involved in our ozposure 
of its absurdity, when anyone of the least 
thinking capacity can see that the balance 
of trade theory has no more to do with its 
nonaenaioal assertion than has the qnestion 
of the nnrestrloted coinage of silver. Our 
contemporary'a contention was nonBonae, 
pure and simple, and it required an almoat 
unimaginable amount of oheek to attempt 
to make Its readers believe that It was any- 
thing else. 

A WOMEN'S BOOK. 

Those who read at all carefully the 

Women's edition of tho Colonist, Issued on 
Tuesday last, must have been surprised to 
find how free it was from the fallings 
usually oonaldered " feminine." There was 
nothing in it that oould be condemned as 
Hlghty or frivolous. There was no false 
sentiment In tbe articles, and that peculiar 
stylo so oCTenslve to the maooulino taste 
known as " goody-goody " was romurkablo 
for its abaonoo. Tho compositions wore ser- 
ious and ournont, and if thoy had a fault at all 
it Is that they wore a little— just a very little 
— heavy. This la true of a larger and greatly 
more pretentious ooUeotion of papers writ' 
ton by women contained in the handsome 
volume before ua. Ita title is, " The Con- 
gress of Women hold In tho Women's 
Building, World's Columbia ICxhibition, 
Chicago, U.S.A., 1893, with portraits 
and addresses, published Jby authority of 
bhe Board of Lady Managers, Mrs. Bertha 
M. Honore Palmer, President — edited by 
Mary ICavanaugh Oldham Eagle, Chairman 
of the CommitteeCongrossos of the Hoard of 
Lady Managers." There are more than 
oighb hundred pages in bho book and it 
containa a large number of papers on a great 
variety of aubjeots, all written by women 
Tho aolidlty of the work of these women is 
calculated to atriko tho man reader very for- 
oibly. Every paper in it has evidently been 
written with a purpose, and that purpose 
may in general terms be aald to bo tbe eleva- 
tion of the human race. 

The lady writers are very far indeed from 
being a abrleklng sisterhood. There is noth- 
ing in their wrltinga that we have soon 
about the wrongs of women and there 
ere in thorn no hysterical demands for politi- 
cal privilegea. The artioloa are. In bone and 
style and subject matter, very different in- 



aa I Found Them " Is written la the same 
spirit of Christian toleration and 

intelligent appreciation. She deaorlbcs 
what sho aaw and hoard in the moat lively 
and Interesting way, aad;,when ahe leavea 
the house ia which ahe has been kindly 
treated and hoapitably entertained, she haa 
nob an nnoharibable or narrow-minded re- 
mark to make about the hoatess whose ideaa 
of propriety and whose manner of life are ao 
different from those whioh she held, and 
to which ahe had been accuatomed. Whab 
thesoandother ladiesaay about peraonu whose 
religion ia different from their own goea a 
long way to prove that bhe charge of bigotry 
and intolerance thabi^ia so often preferred 
agulnat women la false and unjust. No 
man would bo more tolerant or more aym- 
pathotio in tho same or similar clroum- 
at:inco8 then thoso ladles aro. 

We have just glanced at this interesting 
book and wo fear thub we have given our 
readora a very Inadequate idea of Ita oon- 
tenta. We oan only aay that Its perusal waa 
bo us a snooession of agreeable surprises, and 
has given us a higher opinion of the women 
of our century than we hoforo entertained. 
It must nob be forgotten that the articles 
aro the productions of the women of many 
nations and many conditions of life.

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WOMAN'S WOULD. 

WYOMING'S STATE SCHOOL SUPERlt\- 
TENDENT TALKS OF HER CAMPAIGN. 



Woman's iuHucnce ou the Drama — rvjr 
the Summer Olrl — The Now Child— -V 
Kcmedy Against Flies— The Catost — Nin 
Wall Papers— A Kcd I,cttor Day. 

A chat ^vitb a rt'ul, for sure political 
Vronuui of t ho west is all thomore inter- 
esting in view of extravagant a.ssertioiiL; 
regarding fair suffragists of Wyoming 
and Colorado — the two states where wo- 
men have fnll fnmclii.sc — that intorniit- 
tently appear in eastern newspapers. 
Thewomjui first honored witli the oflice 
of statesuperinteadenfc of public instruc- 
tion, Miss Estello Reel of Wyoniiug, is 
Jn Chicago. She talked cutliusiastically 
of various pliasos of sulTrage to a report- 
er at tho Auditorium yesterday after- 
noon. 

Miss Reel, who, by tho way, is a 
daughter of Illinois, is a young and at- 
tractive looking woman. Natnralh' slie 
ia prond of the unique honor conferred

tipon her by tho pioneer suffrage state 
last auttimn. Soon after, however, Colo- 
rado followed tho example of Wyoming 
by naming a woman — ]\Ir.s. Peavy — to a 
similar ])ositiou in that state. 

Tho novel experience of Mi.ss Reel 
mak^ an interesting story, not devoid 
of many ludicrous features. In ans^v(■r 
to the query, "How did you inanag(^ the 
campaign?" she said: 

"Tlio fact that I am a woman did not 
keep mo from bearing my sliaro of tlie 
burdens of tho campaign, financial or 
otherwise. I traveled over most of tlie 
great state of Wyoming, which has im 
area of 97,000 square miles, much of 
tho distimco being coverLKl by stage- 
coach or M'agon. I did not make any at- 
tempts at oratory in my speeches and 
(did not try to discuss the political issues 
of the day, but coirfined the remarks to 
explaining tho duties of tho office for 
which I wa.s a candidate, telling why I 
thought I could perform them with sat- 
isfaction. I was treated with the great- 
est courtesy iu all parts of the state and 
by tho press of whatever political faith. 
Of conrso some of tho eastern papers 
tried to manufucturo a funny side to 
the campaign, and a paragraph went 
the rounds to the effect that I had agreed 
with my opponent to marry him in tho 
event of his election and niy defeat. As 
the man aheady had ii wife, tliis cam- 
pai^ story did not carry much weight 
when it reached Wy<jming. Another 
Btory was circuUited to tho effect that I 
securc-d my large vote — I had the largest 
vote of any candidate, liy tlio way — bv 
having sent my pliotogi-aph to every 
man in tho state. Tlie only fonndaticjn 
for this Btory was tho fact that I, in 
common with other candidates on the 
ticket, sent out considerable campaign 
literature bearing our none too flatter- 
ing pictures. Wildly exaggi'nitcd tales 
of perfumed uot<>s being sciut to cowboys 
who rode 100 miles to vote for me as 
well as to wave six shooters in the faces 
of tho.s(! who voted against nie also went 
the rounds. Well, tn make a lung story 
short, tho battle was won, and I am 
satisfactorily pushing niy work. " 

"Is there any dis.satisi'action in regard 
to woman siiffrago in Wynming?" was 
asked. 

"Tliere is not." wa.s the decisive re- 
joinder. "Ou tlxM'iintrary, the institu- 
tion seems to give general satisfaction 
to all political parties and to botli 
sexes. " — Chicago Tribune. 



Woman's Inllueucu ou th(4 DruiiiA. 

There are 21 theaters in New York 
city now open. In 1 fi of these theat-c-rs 
regular perfuniiaiiees of plays are given. 
In eight diversified or continuous jier- 
formances midie up the bill Tho current 
attractions at the regular theaters are 
made up almost exclusively of light 
operatic or farcical plays ami ei)ine<lies 
of maimers and fashion, plays appealing 
particularly to the I'avoi- ol' womi^n. At 
three theaters only, tliealers ot' i herliea])- 
^ class, are melodramas or sensational 
pieces presented. At no establishment is 
there a tragedy on tho bill. At one house 
is a (^onu'dy written by a woman. There 
has been c;f late years a visible change 
in the stiuidard of public entertainments. 
Some theatergoers, in discussing the al- 
leged evils of "tho theater hat" and the 
laws proposed to abate them, declare 
that it almost seems as if a majority of 
the audience were M'onicn. They are. 
This applies particularly to tho high 
priced orchestra or balcony seats. So 
long as it was against the prevailing 
custom for a wenian to go to a theater 
without male escort, men pnidoniinaled, 
but since tho fasiiion in this respect has 
changed it is no uncommon thing for 
two women to go to a theater together. 

The incri ased inimbor of women in 
aiulien('es and tho relatively decreased 
liumlxu- of men in theaters of the first 
class have been r(!flected in tho changed 
Standard of taste iu these theaters in 
Kew York. The boisterous and blood 
curdUng melodramas of other days, 
with duels, abductions, condiats ;uad sur- 
prises, have given way to gentler plays, 
studios of conventional lifo and char- 
•ioter, permitting the introdnotion of ele- 
gant fomitore, foshionahle gowns and 
fine aocesBorles.

Ifkt Recites the Adnuioe Made bj Women 
Predicts Greater AdUeTements. 

Jiiss Susan B. Anthony sat iu the 
ppnny libraiy of S. E. Gross' home on 
Clio Lake Shore drive. She was diiiutily. 
almost ooQuettiBhly, gowned in » dress 
pf black satin, with a misty collar of 
liico caught iihout her neck with a jow- 
olod pin cif quaint and elaborate \vork- 
tuaushlp. Her white hair was purteil 
Bmootlily over her high forehoud and 
fcanio down over her ears in a fa.shion so 
Very old that it lia.s suddenly become 
Uew aRain. Looking at Miss Anthony 
as slio.^iit in the quiet library, ob.sorving 
her hiind.soiiio dress, her air of olcgauco 
and lu'rf,'entk! voice it was hard to think 
of lier as the typo of all that is agfp-e.ss- 
Ive in tlie nineteenth centtt^ wonuui- 
tood. In /act, sho looked like only a 
Very quiet, W(>11 dressed little f,'entle- 
%Yoiiian who would like aothiiig so well 
as to spend the day in the big cliair of 
JVIr. Gross' library. 

And wlicn slio talked about the so 
called now woniiin and the twentieth 
century ■woiiian it was harder still. For 
Miss Anllmny dc»sn't much adiuiro 
either of tlicso in the accepted sense of 
the terms. 

When a timorous inquiry WiUi made 
lus to who tho new woman is, wlion sho 
will eoino, or if slio had como already, 
Miss Anthony said: "It all depends on 
wliat j'ou uiean by the term 'new wom- 
an. ' The term has become ivcant phrase, 
carrying almost as much opprobritun as 
the term 'woman's rights woman' used 
to imi)ly. Tho 'new woman,' :w the 
phrase f:ii< s, may mean a Imid, niannisli 
womim atfecting tho boisti'rous conduct 
of men, with none of the saving graces 
of her o^^^l se.x. If that be tho new 
woman. I do mit welcome her coming. 
If by tho new woman is meant a woman 
e.-iriiest, llHuiLflitful, lofty of purpose, 
self reliant .ind equally well eclueated 
witii man, vfhy, then she has conjc. Wo 
have got lior in our homes, wliere she 
stands si.ilc by side with her husbimd, 
welcoming; liis friends on tho common 
ground of intell(H;tual equality, joining 
in their di.senssions — a college bred 
Woman, who c:m do something more 
than ponr tea when her husband enter- 
tains his fri(!nds. Wo have got the new 
v.'oinari in ovorytliing except tlie count- 
ing of her vote at the ballot bo.x. And 
that's coming. It's coming sooner than 
moat people think. The now woman 
made her appearance 45 years ago, when 
Antoinette Brown entered Oberlin col- 
legti. Next Noveudjor wo are going to 
have in New York an exliibit of new 
woman. 

"Nov. 12 Mrs. Elizabeth Cady Stan- 
ton M'ill bo ftO years old. The atmiver- 
sary will b(> made tho oct,';i.siou for a 
grand gathering of women who were the 
first to enter tliose fields of intellectual 
and business endeavor which half a cen- 
tury ago were occupied solely by men. 
Ab that time no trades, no institutions 
of higher learning were open to women. 
A woman who was driven to self sup- 
port could do a little sewing, could en- 
ter domestic service or perhaps teach in 
a primary school. IVom not being able 
to earn fi livelihood as she chose, from 
not being able to n^ap tho results of her 
labor lifter sho juarriod. from not being 
ablo to control her jH-oporty after she 
married, from, in brief, a position of 
civic nullity she has advanced to her 
present iKJsicirtn. Forty thousand women 
have been graduated from American col- 
leges, every calling has its followers 
among women, and they are today as 
well educated as men, if not better. 

"In tho state of N(>w York one-elev- 
enth nf the property tax is paid by wom- 
en. In my own city of Rochester wom- 
en i^ay ta.ws on a property valuation of 
^29,000,000. These are scjuie of the re- 
sults of tho battle for equal rights, 
which women liavo been waging for 40 
years, :uh1 tliey have fought alone. The 
blacks had a nation's aid iu tho struggle 
for emancipation. Women are the only 
opi)ress;-d class who ever were compelled 
t(j bat t le for emaiici]iatian unaided. No 
party gives our claims for equal sniirago 
its indoi-seiiK'nt. Hut today the nation 
is known as a nation of educated wom- 
en. To lie sure, as wage earners they do 
not receive compensation equal to that 
of men. That is becau.so, being without 
tlio biilli't. tliey cannot dictate the terms 
iijioa which tlx'ysliall be employed. All 
till) women (if toilay ask ar() tho rights, 
powers, privileges and immimities of an 
Amoricuii citizen, .W(! have been grant- 
ed (Mjnal sulfrago in Wyoming and (Jolo- 
radd, viniiall.v in L'tali. Iviual sulTrage 
bills ari' now ponding in the li'gislatures 
of Oregon, Idalio. Nevada, California 
and New "i'urk. Tlie (juifstion of equal 
Bufl'rago is begiuuiug to be respected as 
a political measure. And it's coming. " 
— Cliicago Tribune. 

Two WoilUMl. 

Mi.ss Helen jVlorris Lewis and Miss E. 
U. Yates called out hi.ih coniniendat ions 
from the local press when they Itx'iured 
for equal siilTnige ri'ceully in tlio court- 
hou.so at Aslieville, N. ( '. 'J'liere was a 
large :iudienci\ and tlie mayor was 
amoug tho speakers, Tho Asheville Keg- 
ister says: "Miss Lewis, representing 
t lie ideal southern woman, being a na- 
tive of South Carolina, and Miss Yates, 
a liiiii model of New England woman- 
hood, a.r4> o!ia in tho great cause they so 
al>ly ;uid worthily represent. These two 
dovoted women should be called to speak 
in every town and city in the state. Those 
who beard their logical addresses cer- 
tainly withdrew nuiny of their inherited 
objections to c<iual riglits for women. "

DAVID CHRISTIE MURRAY. 



A Literary Favorite WLo Will Give a 
Week to ObHerviiigr and SKetch- 
iuff A bunt Victoria. 

Freileric Stanley With HIm-Jolntly 
Preparing: a Book Based Upon 
Tlieir Travels. 



David Chriatie Murray, novelist and art- 
ist, and Frederic Stanley, companion of hIa 
travels and associate in his literary work, 
have come to Victoria to spend a week or 
so hero, and aro registered ab tho Driard 
They were a few days at Vancouver, where 
Mr, Murray delivered a lecture, and oroaaed 
the atraita by laab evening's steamer. 

" We are travelling for onr own informa 
tlon," Mr. Murray told tbe Coi.onist last 
evening, " and are now engaged in making 
ourselves acquainted with tho United 
States and Canada — a huge task which wo 
expect to occupy about three years. It is 
nine months since we started out on this 
preaonC trip, which is an outcome of a re- 
solve wo made when in Australia together, 
that 5we would see tho lOngliBh-speakiDg 
people at 'homo wherever that language is 
spoken. We expect of course to publish 
tho impreuBiona of our travela, and for the 
book on Canada I have been making sketch- 
es of the scenery. Here is a sketch made 
from the window of our hotel in Vancouver 
which gives such a view as ia rarely to be 
had from a hotel. We are, too, collaborat- 
ing a novel, and have other literary work on 
band. 

" We spent some time in ICastorn Can- 
ad*, and camo Weab over the Canadian Pa- 
oitio railway, which we found to bo a 
marvel of comfort. It was our intention at 
first to go to the Yukon country with the 
detachment of mounted polioe about to be 
sent tbera, and we had obtained the neces- 
sary permiaaioD, bat the trip would take 
more time than we can give and haa had to 
be abandoned. 

"As to what we shall do In and about Vio- 
toria we have made no definite Itlana, having 
no acqnalntanoes here, though friends in 
Vancouver have kindly given UB let 
ters which will no doubt put na in the way 
of teeing aomething that otberwiae we 
might havo missed. 

" I have not made any arrangements for a 
lecture In Victoria, and do not know that I 
shall appear in public here. 

Divid Christie Murray is an Kngliahman, 
who having begun life as a prof a reporter in 
Birmingham, followed up hia culling in Lon- 
don, and later acted as special correspond- 
ent cf the Times and Scotsman 
inthe Rueso-Turkiah war. From jour- 
nalism he turned to fiction, Cham- 
bers' Journal publishing his first long 
work, '* A Life's Atonement," in 1879 
Sinca then be has had a highly aucoeaiful 
literary career. 

Mr. Murray waa born in 1847, bub hia 
onow-white hair givea him the appeoranco 
of having lived many yeara in addition to 
those whoae weight he feels. Ho was the 
victim of a very severe attack of iLliuenzi 
which haa thna left ita mark. He tolla a 
good abory apropos of hl>|preinaturely venor- 
able appearaooe. " lb was at a little hotel 
on the ahore of Lake Ontario," he said, 
" and Mr. Stanley and I had just been hav- 
ing our meal. I noticed that the Hibernian 
serving maid bad been more deferential to 
mo, but did not imagine tbe cause until 1 
heard her ask my friend in a lond whisper, 
* Do you think the ould glntleman is 
through yet i' lb waa a reminder to mo 
that if I am not to be taken for much older 
than I am or feel I muab tell my age."
